time. He declared 
that t h e U n i t e d 
States was honor 
bound to grant In­ 
dependence without further delay. 
Congressman King Is one of an In­ 
creasing number of Republicans in the 
House who are urging quick action 
on 
Philippine 
independence. 
Mr. 
King is the author of a hill which pro­ 
vides that within one year the Philip­ 
pine government, under presidential 
proclamation, may assemble a conven­ 
tion and frame a constitution. 
After the constitution is ratified ny 
the Filipino people the President may 
recognize the Philippine islands as “a 
separate and self-governing nation.” 
The transfer of authority Is to be 
completed within one year. Provision 
Is made for safeguarding American In­ 
vestments in the Philippines and for 
the providing of coaling stations and 
submarine bases In the islands by the 
United States. 
Word from the Philippines is that 
the people expect early independence 
and will he sorely disappointed if they 
do not get it. 
"No nation has the right,” said Con­ 
gressman King "to hold another people 
in peonage, even though it may he 
argued by the professoriate that the 
condition is simply one of ‘tutelage.’ 
"A little more observance of the 
golden rule in national and interna­ 
tional affairs would soon dispel that

26 per cent in the ten years, while 
North Dakota, which stood first in 
Spring wheat in 1920, also record­ 
ed a reduction to make way for 
other crops. * 
While Kansas was nearly doub­ 
ling its wheat 
acreage, it dropped 
3,363.000 acres from its com plant­ 
ing. Oklahoma, which likewise saw 
greater advantages for itsself 
in 
wheat, cut its corn acreage by 2,- 
582.000. 
Nebraska, 
which 
stood 
third in corn production last year, 
slightly reduced its acreage in the 
decade, and Missouri, which stood 
fourth, cut off 1.285,000 acres. 
Meantime Iowa was enlarging its 
corn production 12 per cent. Min­ 
nesota jumped its corn yield 90 per 
cent. South Dakota made one of its 
chipf advances in corn production. 
Wisconsin is reported changing in 
the decade from a grain growing 
state to a leading dairy state. 
Michigan made notable strides in the 
livestock industry as did Iowa. South 
Dakota, Indiana and other states. 
Many farmers have been enable 
to go on a basis of 12 month’s 
production instead of only through 
the growing season, it is reported for 
instance from South Dakota, where 
diversified farming as in Arkansas 
and elsewhere has made great de­ 
velopments in ten years.
